your parking sticker, you must 
have D.C. License plates on 
your car. Hopefully this pro- 
gram will allow residents of 
the area’ to park reasonably 
close to their residence. Any- 
one parking.without the pro- 
per sticker will be given 2 
hours to move their car, then 
ticketed.

Senior Citizens Home Planned 


St. Mary’s Episcopal Chuch 
located at 728-23rd Street 
N.W. is planning to build a 
home for senior citizens in the 
700 block of 24th Street N.W. 
which would be located in the 
center section as parcels of 
land at 24th and G and 24th 
and H Streets are owned by 
George Washington Universi- 
ty. 
The structure would consist 
of 100 or more units and have 
dining facilities for the con- 
venience of the residents. 
Parking would be provided in 
compliance with the D.C. 
Building Code. Mortgage fi- 


nancing will be through the. 


Department of Housing and 
Urban Development under a 
new program. Application for 


Fund Reservation under this. 


program was one of 1,500, of 


which 90 were approved ra- | 
tion wide and theirs was the ! 


only one approved in D;C: 


The plot ot land on which 
the building is to be construct- 
ed is owned by the National 
Capital Housing Authority and 
a lease must be negotiated for 
the use of this land and St. 
Mary’s must submit their plans 
and specifications to HUD by 
August 1, 1976. If these and 
other problems can be re- 
solved it is possible that work 
may begin in the spring of 
1977. 

There have been other plans 
for using this land but it is the 
opinion of the writer that this 
would be the most desirable 
project among those consi- 
dered. A spokesman for St. 
Mary’s. asserts that the build- 
ing would be designed to be 
architecturally pleasing and 
maintenance would be at a 
high standard.

On May 7, 1976, Chairman

ing and small landlords and 
luxury accomodations. Sec- 
tion (g) of the bill would add 
the following to section 202 
(a) of the act: (exempting) “(7) 
any housing accomodation in 
which the monthly rent of the 
majority of the rental units 
was, on February 1, 1973, or 
becomes at a later date, at or 
above luxury levels, as deter- 
mined by the Commission, 
taking into account available 
data with respect to household 
incomes in the District of 
Columbia.”
